BYU  has  one  of  the  most  mod- 
ern, best  equipped  language  lab- 
oratories in  the  Intermountain 
West,  according  to  Dr.  Harold  W. 
Lee,  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Languages. 

Dr.  Lee  said  that  the  purpose 
of  the  lab  is  to  teach  the  spoken 
language,  not  just  the  reading 
and  writing  of  a language. 
Taught  at  BYU  are  Arabic, 
Egyptian,  French,  Hebrew,  Ger- 
man, Greek,  Latin,  Italian,  Span- 
ish, Japanese,  Portuguese  and 
Russian. 

In  the  laboratory,  which  is  on 
the  third  floor  of  the  McKay 
Bldg.,  are  23  booths  which  ac- 
commodate two  students  each. 
In  these  booths  students  may 
listen  to  native  voices  of  the 
language  they  are  studying  and 
repeat  phrases  to  learn  pronun- 
ciation. 

Also  in  the  lab  are  six  booths 
which  are  equipped  with  tape 
recorders  and  loudspeakers  so  a 
student  may  record  his  voice  as 
he  repeats  phrases.  He  may  then 
play  back  the  tape  and  compare 
his  pronunciation  with  that  of 
the  speaker.
